Of the Re-taking of the ISLAND of 
S'* HELENA, and Three Dutch 
Eaſt-India Ships. 


N the Fourth of Ay laſt in the Morning 
We came in light of the Iſle of S. Hele- 
»4; in two houts after, We had con- 
cluded whatto do, for the Re-taking 
of the. Iſland, and Ordered 200 Men, 
with Field-Colours and Officers, ap- 

pointed to be put on Board a Veſſel,

ſo We immediately put 200 Men more on Board the Caftle 
Fireſhip, and left her and gþe other Veſſel ro Land cur 400 
Men, to Windward of che Ifland, in Proſperens Bay 3 —

four Men of War, made Sayl for the Forts, againſt which 
We Anchored about one in the Afternoon, and after four 
hours Diſpute, went to the Weſtward, and chere let go 
our Anchor aga'n, being confident our Men muſt be Lan- 
ded, and Gained the Hills befote that time, and that by 
the next Morning We might expe& them on the back of 
the Forts, againſt w ich time it was reſolved,” to have the 
William and Thomas , and one Ship more, cloſe under the 
Fort. The Dutch nv ſooner ſaw us come up again, and 
that We did not intend to leave them, but they came off 
and yielded the Ifland, upon condition, That they might not 
be Stripped, which We accepted, they not yet knowing of 
any Army that We had Landed; At Sun- ſet We took Pol- 
fon of ffames Fart , 3nd diſpatched a Trumpet to Cap- 
in Krieg, Commander of dur Land Force, to acqu im 
tim with what had paſſed , to pie vent any Injury that might 
done to the Iſle by out Men, in their March to the Fort, 
n the Mevetith , between ſtyen and eight in the Evening , 
A Ship appeared in _Ggbr, with u Hag aloft, which We 
cut atter , and by eleven at night, came up with her, and 
took her, wh ch proved one of the Dutch f ed Fleer, 
ſent before with the new Governor for S“. Helens, On the 
26 early in the Morning, We ſa» ont Flags on the M 
heifted . which paves n Account, That there were 
Syn ſight; About ren in the forenton We had Advice, 
thir tout were coming one way, and two the other, who 
dmechetely dppeared in fight, at both ends of the Il ind; 
They n fooner ſaw us, but Happed by a Wind, and We 
afrer chem; The Aſfrſtance. the William and Thomas , and 
the ci, Firefhip to the Eaſtward , with one Merchant Man, 
#fret Four, The Mary and Martha, with two Merchant 
Men, tothe Weſtward, after Two, but it being a very hard 
Gile, We could do nothing on them; At night the Maass 
got up with their Vice - Admital, and the William aud Thomas 
with their Admiral, whom — — company all night, 
and the 27. in the Mo ning them, but not in compa- 
ny one with the other, every Ship Steering his own Courſe, 
believing by that , ro lofe ws. The (aid tour Men of War, 
Fireſhip, and three Dutch E- India Prizes, together with 
five Engliſh KA- India Sys, who came in Company with 
the Men of War, are Gnce fafcdyyarrived.
